Chicago, July 22,—President Debs, of the 
American Railway Union, when questioned 
in the office of the county jail yesterday 
afternoon, about a Cincinnati dispatch re- 
flecting on the disposition of large sums 
of money without apparent results since the 
organization of the American Railway 
Union, characterized it as “an infamous 
lie, without the slightest foundation, and 
another effort to turn public opinion against 
this movement in the cause of humanity 
and the amelioration of the condition of 
the workingmen.” 

The statement that the American Rall- 
way Union had had $146,000 in its treasury 
at one time, he said was absurd. There 
had never been over $25,000 in the treasury 
at one time, and at the present time there 
was about $24,000 on hand. 

Mr. Debs has received a letter containing 
a check for $1,000, drawn on the National 
Howard bank, of Baltimore. The letter 
accompanying the check reads as follows: 

“My Dear Mr. Debs—Enclosell find check 
for $1,000. I hope it will assist you in the 
good cause. Go in and win. Stick to 
it like a hero, as you have done right 
through, and you will find lots of friends. 
Good luck to your great and glorious rev- 
olution, is the wish of your friend. 

“THOMAS SHAKESPEARE TUCKER.” 


The line of the defense of Debs, Howard,

Being a west- 
ern man, he concluded it with a slang 
phrase known to every man, woman and 
child in Silver Bow county, which was to 
save money and get a gun, or, in middle 
state parlance, “say nothing, but saw 
wood.“

Marschall von Bieberstein, who have been 
able to snatch only short holidays, await 
eagerly the day when the emperor shall 
come to give them their cues in the official 
business vhich has been piling up since 
he left Kiel. 

Dr. Bosse, Prussian minister of public 
vorehip, has got away on the plea of ill 
health. He is in Karlsbad, where soon Ire 
will be joined by many conspicuous men, 
among them the chancellor, Ismail Pasha 
and Freiherre von Radowitz. German am- 
bagsador to Spain. Radowitz will come 
firgt to Berlin to make his report on the 
rupture of Germany’s commercial relations 
with: Spain. 

M. Herbette, the French ambassador, 
received his leave of absence some time 
ago and had arranged to start for Paris 
yesterday. He had a farewell interview 
with the chancellor on Friday, but in the 
evening his vacation was unexpectedly 
pcestponed. It is supposed that the ques- 
tions raised by Italy’s occupation of Kas- 
sala caused his change of plan. 

There have been reports that Herbette 
is to be recalled, as President Casimir- 
Perier d to have a new man in the 
Beftin embassy. They have their origin 
doubtless in the fact that he has prepared 
to take an unusually long vacation. His 
recall is unlikely, as no other ambassador 
since the war has been so acceptable to 
the Berlin court and the chancellor. 

cher Congratulate Italy. 

The semi-official newspapers spcak very 
catticusly of the report that England and 
Ituly have elcsed a treaty for joint action 


the brilltlant advancé of her troops and 
their victory over the Mahd@ss last week. 
The Kreuz Zeitung, which represents the 
Prvesian tories, asserts that the seizure 
of Késsala was part of an English scheme 
to make Italy pull England's chestnuts out 
of the fire. As England was unable to 
attack the Mahdists from the north, says 
the editor, she was glad to employ Italians 
to do the fighting on the south, prior to an 
advance of the Egyptian army on Khar- 
toum. After contrasting the policies of 
England and France as to the local observ- 
ance of treaties, the editor adds: 

“The governments pretending to be our 
friends are proving that they feel infinitely 
less good will and spirit of conciliation than 
we do. Germany would do well to take ad- 
vantage of France’s friendship in matters 
not involved in the triple alliance.” 

The Nord Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, 
Caprivi’s mouthpiece, reproduces without 
comment the English official papers con- 
cerning the Anglo-Belgian agreement, to- 
gether with the German dispatches. The 
conservative journals, of course, declare 
that it was not enough for Germany to 
back England down in this matter; she 
ought also to have followed up her advan- 
tage, they say, by demanding territorial re- 
vision and compensation in Africa. In di- 
plomatic. circles there are reports that 
France will soon ask for a conference of 
all European. powers holding territory in 
Africa. 

Will Not Interfere. 

The Tageblatt’s announcement that Ger- 
many, Russia, France and England had 
agreed upon joint intervention in the Co- 
rean imbroglio had no foundation in fact. 
Germany will limit her action to the pro- 
tection of her commercial interests. At 
the Japanese embassy the continued suc- 
cess of the Corean insurgents is reported. 
The king’s troops are said to have fied in 
a condition of demoralization from the 
province of Choel-La-Do and the collapse 
of the government army is represented as 
already at hand. The embassy officials are 
doubtful that any agreement will be reach- 
ed by the Japanese and Chinese govern- 
ment, as China, they say, is not likely to 
assent to the reforms which Japan deems 
necessary to guarantee progress and order 
in Corea. 

Frerd’nand’s Appeal to the Czar. 

Prince Ferdinand, of Bulgaria, is still in 
Karlsbad. The last installment of his inter- 
views, as given to the editor of The 
Novoe Vremja, and reproduced in Berlin 
dailies, shows him prostrate before the czar. 
“All Bulgarians love Russia,“ he said. 
To me the czar is the sacred redeemer 
of my country. If Russia recognizes me, 
I shall accept the gracious act with bowed 
head.“ 

Not content with the nauseating exhibi-

COREA’S DEMAND OF JAPAN 


To Wi thdraw Her Troops Before 
Considering the Propositions. 


London, July 22.—A dispatch received this 
evening from Yokohama says: 

“It is stated that Corea demands the 
withdrawal of Japanese troops from the 
peninsula before considering the reforms 
proposed by Japan. The Japanese govern- 
ment is much surprised by the d®mand. 
Corea has never before been so firm, and 
her present attitude is regarded as proof 
that she has been influenced by China to 
defy openly Japan’s wishes. Negotiations 
have been in progress for several days be- 
tween Tokio and Pekin, but their tend2ncy 
is not generally known.” 

The Chinese legation here has htard noth- 
ing from Pekin since Saturday morning. 
Everybody there discredits tj» rumor that 
war has been declared, as well as the re- 
port that 10,000 Chinese soldiers have start- 
ed for Corea. The officials at the Japanese 
legation also discredit the war rumors of 
the last two days and expi-ss much sur- 
prise that war has been nogarded here as 
imminent. The British foreign office d nies 
knowledge of war or final preparations for 


war between Japan and China. 
Refused All Proposals. 


Paris, July 22.—After the cabinet meeting 
yesterday M. Guerin, minister of justice 
informed the parliamentary ‘© committe) 
which considered the anti-anarchist bill, 
that the government would refuse all furth- 
er proposals to modify the text. The com- 
mittee had elaborated twenty-two amend- 
ments of the bill.

An order has been 
issued against trains stopping within ten 
miles of the citv. A five days’ quarantine 
has been declared against all vessels arriv- 
ing here from European ports.

JUMFED INTO A WELL. 


Suicide of a Negro Woman in States- 
ville, N. O. 

Raleigh, N. C., July 22.— (Special.) Maggie 

Simonton, a young negro woman employed 

as cook in Statesville, committed suicide 


Wednesday by jumping into the well of 
her employer. She was missed, but nothing 
was thought of it, as she had been in the 
habit of going off for a day or two at a 
time and saying nothing about it. 

Yesterday the water from the well was 
noticed to have a reddish color, as if dye 
had been put into it, and as the girl wore 
a red calico dress when last seen, an in- 
vestigation was made and her body was 
found in the well.

An Atlanta Merchant Had the Arrest Made 
A Story That Has Many of the 
Elements 


of Romano in It. 


It is a queer coincidence that the day after 
Chief of Detectives Wright receivod a tel- 
egram from Mt. Vernon, III., saying that 
Mrs. B. R. White, the diamond bedecked 
lady with many aliases, who ts wanted in 
Atlanta on a charge of forgery, was in that

rietta, only twenty miles from Atlanta. 
The circumstances havé many elements 
of romance about them. ~ i : 
Yesterday morning's Constitution told the 
story of the receipt of thi: Mt.. Vernon tele- 
gram. At the hour when the morning pa- 
per was being sold on the streets of this 
city, the woman now in jail in Marietta was 
at an Atlanta hotel. V. 4 
Early in the morning she, jeft the hotel 
and walked to the union depot. On the way 


to the train she bought a paper and when, 


she took her seat in the sleeper she settled 
herself comfortably and unfolded it. 

She was tastily clad in. black. and present- 
ed duite ea ‘striking appearance. She was 
a passenger who would attract more than 


passing notice. One passenger paid partic- | 


ular attention to the lady in black, and this 
passenger was Mr. Dads, of the firm of 
Eads-Neel Company, of this city. 

Mr. Dads occupied a seat not far from her, 

and watched her closely, He was confi- 
dent that in her he had recognized the 
Mrs. E. R. White who passed a forged 
check upon his house early, in May: Mr. 
Bads scarcely lost sight of her during the 
ride to Marietta, but he was astonished to 
notice that on the way up she changed her 
toliet, and when she stepped off the train at 
Marietta shie wore, instead of a suit of 
black, a gray dress. | 
He was amazed at the sudden and skillful 
change. He hunted up Sheriff Mclain and 
had her placed under arrest. 
She was greatly astonished, to all ap- 
pearances, when arrested, and declared 
stoutly that sh had never seen Mr. Eads 
and Knew nothing of the transaction to 
which he referred, She asserted most pos- 
itively that she had newer purchased any- 
thing at Mr. Eads’s store, but despite her 
protestations of innocence and ignorance she 
was carried to the county jail. 

Behind the arrest is a surpassingly inter- 
esting story. The career of Mrs. E. R. 
White, alias Mrs. Hicken, is not unknown 
in Atlanta. She was in Atlanta in May, 
and stopped at the Aragon. She is charged 
with pssing several forged checks upon 
Atlanta merchants. According to the 
gtories told, she would visit a store and 
buy several dollars’ worth of goods, in 
payment of which she would give a check 
signed by some person in Florida. The 
excess over the bill she always pocketed. 


Among the merchants she is charged with 


defrauding were three of Atianta’s leading 
dry goods establishnients. J. Regenstein 
cashed a check for $54, the Keely Company 
cashed another for 80 and the Eads-Neel 
Company cashed another for $60. These 
checks were on banks in Ocala, Fla. The 
last was on the First National bank, of 
Ocala, and was signed by E. W. Agnew, 
payable to Mrs. R. M. White, whom she 
represented herself to be, and was endorsed 
by her. Accompanying it was a personal 
letter of Mr. Agnew inclosing the check to 
her, stating that it was sent by request 
of her husband, and also a telegram from 
the cashier of the bank, stating that the 
check was good. This was shown the Eads- 
Neel Company, and on it they let her have 
623 worth of goods and paid her $27 in 
money. One of the other checks was to 
Mrs. E. R. White, whom she claimed to be. 
The checks were sent to Florida for col- 
lection, and came back protested and pro- 


nounced forgeries. 

Among the goods got was 4 suit of 
clothes and a hat. 

After Mrs. White’s disappearance from 
Atlanta every effort was made by Chief 
Connolly to apprehend her. He sent a num- 
ber of telegrams to different cities, and is- 
sued descriptive circulars, offering a reward 
og $25 for her arrest. Not a word was 
heard from these telegrams and circulars 
until last Saturday, when Acting Chief of 
Police Wright received a telegram from 
Mount Vernon, III., saying that the woman 
was at that place. 

It seems that she and her husband have 
been in Marietta nearly all of the time 
since leaving Atlanta. They seem to have 
gone from Atlanta direct to Marietta about 
May 2th, and stopped at the Kennesaw 
house under the name of Mr. and Mrs. 
George Hicken. Soon afterwards they 
moved to the foot of Kennesaw mountain 
and rented from Mrs. Sally Hames. 

Marietta’s merchants were not long in 
becoming Mrs. Hicken’s creditors. Mr. 
George Hicken, who claimed to be her hus- 
band, remained 1 22 the background, 
all bad health as e cause. 

* in borrowing $20 frpm her 
landllady on the grcund that she could not 
readily convert into cash a check for $20 
on the Merchants“ bank, of Ocala. The 
check was No. 33, signed by Mrs. Edna 
Thompson, payable to Mrs. E, Thompson 
or order, directed to the Merchants’ bank, 
of Ocala, and bears the present date of 
July 16, 1894, though the date, July 16th, 
clearly supplies the place of another date. 

The check was endorsed by Mrs. E. 
Thompson and R. B. McConnell. 

They were both committed on the war- 
rants. Mr. King, out of kindness, went on 
their bond and allowed them to remain at 
the hotel. On last Thursday Mrs. Hicken 
left the hotel on the excuse that she was 

oing to the mountain. While there she 

oarded the train and went to Atlanta, 
Mr. King became uneasy, fearing. that they 
would leave Him, as their bondsman, in 
the lurch,,and gave the husband up to the 
authorities. In the meantime the Atlanta 
merchants who had known the couple to 
their sorrow, began to suspect that these 
were the parties who had so cleverly de- 
frauded them. 

Mr. Eads learned of Mrs. Hicken’s pres- 
ence in Atlanta and her arrest at Marietta 
yesterday was the result. She is now in 
the Marietta jail with her husband. Both 
are wanted at that place, and if they are 
not held there, the Atlanta merchants will 
take a hand, most likely. 


COMMENT ON CURRENT EVENTS. 


Some Inconsistencies Which Attract 
the Attention of an Observer. 

Editor Constitution: There is a tendency 
on the part of the people, distinctly discern- 
ible, toward a practice which should not be 
encouraged or countenanced, but ought to 
be promptly condemned and reprobated by 
every citizen, and that is the decided ten- 
dency which cannot be regarded with any 
sort of approval, toward hero-worship, un- 
nable devotion to party and toward 
blindly following the 


ter, digni 
vidual, 


divid : aggra 
This is true patrictism, if not, then there is 
no such thing as patriotism and the word 
is meaningless and with ut significance. 

The principles in which the writer be- 
lieve are more fully, though not completely, 
represented by the democratic platform of 
1882, commonly called the Chicago platform, 
than by the teachings and tenets of any 
other national party. There are embodied 
in the Chicago platform principles which 
are wise and thoroughly democratic, and no 
objection can in justice be urged against 
them from my position, and no good reason 
ean be given for withholding an earnest 
support and advocacy of aspirants to of- 
fice who stand on this platform and faith- 
fully represent and teach its principles and 
use their influence and vote in legislative 
halls to the end that these principles may 
be enacted into law. But right at this point 
arises the trouble and the present danger 
which confronts: the re party. 
threatening it with serious division. 

It. has been demonstrated that you Can- 
not always rely with confidence upon the 
fulfillment. of pledges and promises made 
to the people through party platforms, and 
by men seeking office, or even an honest 
endeayor being made in that direction; for 


have we not representatives at Washing- 


ton, who have been unfaithful and untrue 
to the trust of, the people, who have ig- 
nored the solemn and inviolable pledges of 
the Chicage platform on which they were 
elected, and on which the democratic party 


was entrusted with power? I think so— 


let's see: the Chicago platform declares 
plainly and unambiguously for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, without any 
restrictions and conditions, save that it be. 
coined on a parity with gold, and without 
discrimination. Though this plank of the 
platform has been variously construed, and 
distorted into all manner of meanings by 
those who would stand on the platform 
and, at the same time, agree with the 
president, who regards with disfavor the 
proposition of bimetallism, the fact remains 
that it is susceptible of but one interpre- 
tation. This pledge of the platform the 
people’s representatives and chief executive 
have plainly repudiated. They promised the 
people bimetallism, but gave them mono- 
metallism. f 4 

The other of the two great financial planks 
has likewise suffered a similar fate, and it, 
too, has been repudiated by the people’s 
chosen representatives. The 10 per cent 
tax on state banks of issue still remains 
unrepealed. Some sort of an attempt was 
recently made to have it removed, but was 
promptly defeated. 

The foremost and overshadowing issue in 
national politics today is financial reform, 


which the suffering interest and languish- 


ing industries of the people need most. 
The party in power promised this reform, 
but has not met the issue, and has viglated 
its contract, and failed to keep faith with 
the people. A strarige and anomalous 
spectacle is here presented to the American 
people of a great party, to whom is com- 
mitted the management of the affairs of the 
national government, pursuihg a certain 
policy, while its platform declares for an- 
other, diametrically opposed to it; a party 
which has positively opposed and defeated 
the recommendations contained in its na- 
tional platform, and which assumes a cen- 
surable attitude of hostility and antagonism 
toward the interest and welfare of the peo- 
ple. It is insisted by the weak and waver- 
ing, from considerations of party perpetuity 
in power, that some of the reforms de- 
clared for it in the Chicago platform are 
radical and extreme, particularly the repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax on state banks of is- 
sue, which would too suddenly and com- 
pletely change the present national banking 
system, and, therefore, it should be referred 
back to the people. This sort of reasoning 
will not do. It is a shallow substerfuge 
by which is sought to excuse the action of 
recreant and unfaithful representatives. 
The people have already passed upon the re- 
form pledges in the Chicago platform 
and gave them their approval by lacing the 
democratic party in authority. From the 
standpoint of logic and reason this posi- 
tion is also untenabie; for it is true that re- 
forms cannot be-wrought by a weak and 
over-conservative policy, a policy of in- 
decision and delay. When the evils of op- 
pressive laws have long endured, it requires 
a vigorous and decisive treatment in dealing 
with them. If the party in power will not 
stand on its platform and faithfully fulfill 
every pledge and promise in f and deal 
honestly with the people, then it should 
destroy the Chicago platform and construct 
another to conform. to the policy of its ad- 
ministration. 

The repudiating business seems to be the 
order of the day at Washington, and has 


gained great favor and popularity there. It 


is sincerely hoped that it will not be con- 
fined altogether in the halls of congress. 
When the right time comes I apprehend 
the people will do some repudiating them- 
selves. 

Another strange and inconsistent thing 
recently. observed, is the adoption of reso- 
lutions by various county conventions en- 
dorsing unregervedly the ideas and views 
of the president throughout, and the entire 
policy his administration is pursuing, and 
in the same resolutions, éndorse equaily as 
strongly and unreservedly, the candidacy 
of that distinguished and very able gen- 
tleman, the Hon. A. O. Bacon, who aspires 
to the office of United States senator from 
this state, and recommends him to the sup- 
port of the people in terms of high praise 
of his statesmanship and unusual ability, 
and for the sound and correct views and 
position held by him. Here is an inconsis- 
tency, too obvious to point out. The dis- 


tinguished gentleman referred to, believes 


in, and strongly advocates the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, and the removal 
of the 10 per cent tax on state banks of 
issue; the president does not, but here we 
find both endorsed throughout alike, 

The course being followed by The Consti- 
tution is an honored and consistent one. 
It has at all times stood firmly and unwa- 
veringly upon the Chicago platform and in- 
sisted on the fulfillment of each and every, 
one of the pledges and promises contained 
in it; endorsing the administration when it 
follows the platform declarations and no 
further. But if the “flopping” and “‘chang- 
ing,” which is spreading over the country

Mr. D. A. Tompkins, of North Carolina, 
a cotton manufacturer of long experience, 


growers. In a published newspaper inter- 
view he says: 

“Ten years ago there was no Egyptian 
cotton imported into the United States. 
Within ten years its importation has in- 


the United States consul at Cairo. Egyp- 
tian cotton first came into use here in the 
manufacture of baibriggan hosiery: It is 
this cotton which gives the peculiar brown 
color and silky lustre to some knit goods. 
The popular color of much of the best knit 
underwear is due to the Egyptian cotton 
from which they are made. All efforts to 
imitate this by dyeing the American cotton 
have been unsuccessful. The price of Egyp- 
tian cotton is only from 1 to 2 cents more 
than American cotton. Some people have 
been expecting that the south would de- 
mand protection against Egyptian cotton. 
While it ig far cheaper than our sea is- 
land cotton, it is better than our ordinary 
upland, and has a better color and lustre 
than our dest grade of improved upland. 

“It is said that the improvement in the 
production of cotton in Egypt is greatly 
due to the confederate officers who were 
engaged in this country by the khedive to 
reorganize his army. These officers in 
many cases gave attention to other things 
besides military affairs. Among these 
things was the importation from the United 
States of quantities of sea island cotton 
seed, which were used in the valley of the 
Nile. The good quulity of ‘cotton now 
brought to this country from Egpyt is said 
to be the outcome of the work done in im- 
proving cotton culture in Egypt by thege 
ex-contederates, 

“The Egyptian cotton has almost entire- 
ly taken the place of American cotton 
abroad for the production of lisle-thread 
goods. The extent of its introduction in 
this country would be enough to show that 
it must be making eyen greater headway 
abroad. Outside the United States it ig 
now largely used where American sea is- 
land cotton was used formerly. 

“Since the civil war in the United States 
the tendency down here has been to gin 
the cotton immediately after it is picked. 
It is a well-known fact that better cotton 
was made before the war, when the seed 
cotton was stored as it was picked, and 
then ginned at leisure. It is believed that 
storing before ginning gave time for the 
fibre to absorb just a littie oil from the 
seed, which gave it some of that brown 
color and gilky lustre peculiar now to the 
Egyptian cotton. Prior to the war, too, 
cotton was ginned by mule power, a much 
slower process than that now in use, so 
that the fibre was less cut then than it 
now is by the steam gins. 

The color and luster gained by the fibre 
from the oil in the seed while in storage 
are not the only advantage gained. The 
dry and cut cotton as it is now ginned eas- 
ily generates electricity, thus charging 
each fibre so that it tendy to stand on end. 
This tendency in some cotton has been 
found to be so great.as to almost prevent 
its use for spinning. The Egyptian cotton 
is said to be better in this respect, and it is 
thought a great improvement could be 
made in the American staple by holding the 
seed cotton in storage from ome to three 
months and then ginning it carefully. It is 
probable that by these means our improved 
upland staples can be made to serve all 
purpeses as well as thie Egyptian cotton, 
and thus the south may get back some val- 
uable trade lost in the markets both of this 
country and abroad, Certainly, if the south 
desires to continue to hold the markets, as, 
of course, sl does, we must make better 
and cheaper cotton and put it on the mar- 
ket in the best possible shape.“ 


The South’s Cotton-Manufacturing 
Advantages. 


Mr. George Ingham, agent for the United 
States and Canada of the textile machimry 
house of Brooks & Doxey, of England, has 
recently made an extensive tour through 
the south. Mr. Ingham has long been fa- 
miliar with southern textii, interests, and 
as he has been engaged in all lines of tex- 
tile manufacturing and textile machinery 
handling for years, his views on tne future 
of this busines in the south are of great 
interest. Mr. Ingham takes exception to 
the claims of many people that the south 
cannot develop the manufacture of the fin- 
est grades of cotton goods. He holds that 
t¥2 natural advantages of this section are 
so great that there must be a rapid increase 
throughout the entire south. Not only, ac- 
cording to his views, will this be along the 
Piedmont on,ebut in other parts of the 
south, though the coast cities are probably 
less favorably located than ang others, be- 
cause,as shipping centers, they draw cotton 
for foreign export and make it more difficult 
for the mills to secure as favorable prices 
as {nterior mills. There is not, he says, any 
climatic reasons which will he the 
steady growth of cotton manufact 
the south, nor is there any reason why the 
south will not be able to produce as fine 
goods as New England er any other coun- 
try. Its advantages, with the cotton raised 
immediately around the mill, its exoctilent 
facilities, its lower cost of living, thus guar- 
anteeing for all time the low cost of pro- 
ducton, give the south such controlling ad- 
vantages in this gga gS that no other sec- 
tion can compete with it. It is necessarily 
only a question of time when the south must 
nevitably control the cotton —— trade. 
It is not only in cotton manufacturing in- 
terest that the south must Bad, for it pro- 
duces the cotton for the a’ ts 
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going in for diwersified crops more and 
more every year, its productions will be 
immense. In view of Mr. Ingham’s fa- 
millarity with the business, having grown 
up in cotton mills, and of the fact that he 
represents one of the greatest textile-ma- 
chinery houses of England, gives added 
weight to his views.

Water—Looking for a Site. 


Augusta, Ga. July 2. 
question of the necessity of the city to 
now look forward to the commencement of 

the work of improving or enlarging the 

Augusta waterworks system is not meeting 
with the attention of the citizens and is 
being seriously considered by the munici- 

} authorities. No recent action of the 
city council in adopting water meters and 
using other precautionary measures to di- 
minish the waste and reduce the consump- 
tion of water evidences the fact that the 
supply is only equal to the demand, and 
there is no surplus water to be squandered. 
The cost of the proposed improvement, 
roughly estimated, will be $150,000. 

In connection with the extension of the 
waterworks the improvement is believed 
py some to be necessary in order to get 
pure water Without: contamination from 
the sewers in the fifth ward. 

Mayor Alex r Says he regards the 
enlargement of the waterworks as highly 
important, for while the system is ade- 
quate for all purposes now, it will not be 
so in a year or two. and he believes in 
starting upon the improvement now, as it 
is a mammoth piece of work that cannot 
be done in a day. N 

It is proposed to carry the waterworks 
far above the city, at Roe’s creek, where 
there is a natural site and a thousand 
horse power of water going to waste. Close 
py the hills that afford the elevation for 
extensive reservoirs, from which the city 
would be supplied through ample mains by 
a natural pressure sufficient to throw 
water over our tallest buildings. 

Once established on this plan the water 
suppjy would be as economical as it could 
be possibly had, and in addition to this the 
city would be able to economize largely in 
the organization and equipment of the fire 
department and still have the best possible 

otection against fire. The saving in that 
item alone would, in ten years, repay the 
cost of the entire new system. 

It is expected the city council will take 
up this matter at the next meeting in Au- 
gust. 

Watson Speaks. 

The third party candidate for governor, 
Judge James K. Hines, and Hon. Thomas 
E. Watson were billed to speak at Grove- 
town, Columbia coultty, yesterday, and 
populists for miles around have been pre- 
paring for the meeting for weeks past. A 
number went up from Augusta on the fast 
train yesterday morning and came down 
from points on the road on the picayune, 
while every dirt road was crowded with 
yehicles of every description from an early 
hour. By noon there were perhaps two 
thousand people at Grovetown, counting 
men, women and children, white and black. 

It soon became noised around that Judge 
Hines had not come, and a telegram re- 
ceived later stated that he was kept away 
by sickness. There were many expressions 
of disappointment, as most of those pres- 
ent had frequently heard Mr. Watson and 
were anxious to see and hear their candi- 
date for governor. Mr. Watson entertained 
them for two hours, however, and was 
given close attention. His speech was 
free from personalities and bitterness, and 
was devoted to claiming that the people's 
party contains all that is good in politics, 
and the democratic. party all that is bad. 
The republican party was hardly men- 
tioned except in connection with the ne- 
groes, to whom he devoted a considerable 
portion of his speech. He declared that 
there never was such a thing as a negro 
democrat and never would be. He said 
you could get a nigger to vote the demo- 
cratic ticket, and you could get @ nigger 
to cut a cord of wood; but you have to 
pay him to do it. 

The other feature to which he devoted 
most time was the government ownership 
of railroads, the recent strike furnishing 
food for considerable elaboration, he de- 
claring that such a state of affairs could 
never occur with the railroads under the 
control of the government. 

The only new feature in his speech was 
a reply to a question whether the people's 
party excluded Irish Catholics from mem- 
bership, and whether members of that 
party would vote for an Irishman or a 
Catholic? The question he answered very 
fully, declaring that the third party be- 
lieved in entire separation of church and 
state, and that it had no prejudice what- 
ever against any natfonality. He said he 
would vote for an Irishman as quick as for 
a German or a Frenchman or American, 
if he was a good man, and it mattered not 
whether he was Protestant or Catholic; 
that these considerations did not enter 
in the platform of the third party in the 
least. 

He laid much stress upon the divisions in 
the democratic party, and said when asked 
why he did not return to the party, he 
hardly knew what the party held as its 
creed. “Shall I become an Evan Howell 
democrat, or a Hoke Smith democrat, 4 
John B. Gordon democrat, who voted in 
the senate to strike down silver, or a Pat 
Walsh democrat, who spoke out bravely 
and strongly in its behalf on the floor of 
the senate, a Cabaniss democrat, who was 
against all silver, or a Black democrat, 
who voted both ways, or a Turner demo- 
erat, who voted four ways and is now busy 
looking for a fifth? He said when a man 
Said anything about his coming back into 
the party he always had to ask him what 
sort of a democrat he was. He preferred 
the populist party, which was the same 
everywhere, and in which every man stood 
Squarely on the same platform. 

This gives a fair idea of his speech. It 
was a regular Tom Watson speech, filled 
Wih adrott bids for support from all 
sources, making every possible claim for 
Populism. He did not say anything about 
his own candidacy, but the following ex- 
tract from his speech leaves no question 
of his intentions. He said: 

“When I went through the district in 1891 
I asked you if I should stick to the party 
or stick to the platform, and you said 
stand by our demands, and if they take 
you out of the party stand on them any- 
how. Didn't you tell me that?”

OF CANDIDATES FOR THE LEGISLATURE 


A Mass Meeting Called forthe Third Bat - 
urdayin August - Who Will Proba- 
bly Be Nominated Ma con Gossip. 


Macon, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—The Bibb 
county executive committee of the third 
Party met yesterday at their hall on Mul- 
berry street, in the Ayres’s building. There 
was a good attendance of the committee 
present. Mr. John T. Lowe, chairman of 
the committee, presided. Mr. Lowe is a 
prosperous and well-known farmer of the 
East Macon district. The committee de- 
cided to have a mass meeting of the party 
in the superior courtroom on the third Sat- 
urday in August to nominate three repre- 
sentatives for the legislature. 

Delegates weré also appointed to the con- 
vention of the sixth congressional district 
and the convention of the twenty-second 
senatorial district, both of which meet in 
Macon on August 16th. Each district in the 
county has a club, and each club is rep- 
resented on the delegations that attend the 
congressional and senatorial: conventions. 

It is not known who will be nominated 
for the house by the third party. It is 
generally thought that Mr. John Y. Lowe 
will be one of the nominees. Mr. W. A. 
Poe is mentioned as the nominee for state 
senator. The only name yet mentioned as 
the nominee for congress is Mr. Iverson L. 
Harris. It is understood that the third 
party will not encourage anybody as an in- 
dependent candidate for congress. A man 
must run straight on the third party ticket 
in order to obtain the populists vote. The 
populists in Bibb say they have big sur- 
prises in store for the public which may 
be revealed in a few days. They claim 
large accessions in Bibb. 

An Ideal Senator. 

Hon. N. E. Harris will not have any op- 
position in the democratic party for state 
senator. He will be nominated in Bibb by 
a rousing wote and will be presented as 
Bibb’s choice to the district convention 
which meets at Forsyth. Colonel Harris 
will be elected by a tremendous majority. 
He will be a commanding figure in the sen- 
ate. No member of that body will be his 
superior in ability and influence. He will 
successfully cope in debate with the strong- 
est men in the senate. He will be of great 
service to his district, to his state and to 
his party. Mouroe and Pike counties will 
share equally with Bibb in her pride of 


Colonel Harris. He will make an ideal sen- 
ator, and be an honor to his constituents. 


Where Is Bill Jones? 


Where is Bill Jones at?’ This is a 
general and interesting question in Macon 
just now. Bill Jones is the ex-policeman 
who shot and killed Henry Fields last week. 
Immediately after the shooting Jones es- 
ceped and has been in hiding ever since, 
presumably near the city. Parties in Ma- 
con today say Jones was seen on Friday 
within less than three miles of Macon. 
He was sitting under the abutment of a 
bridge on the Squthwestern railroad, and 
when a passenger train approached he got 
up and went into the woods. On Thurs- 
day he was seen near Macon in the middie 
of the public rcad and was given a water- 
melon by the wagoner, and he carried it 
into the woods to eat it. Jones is said to 
have had a Winchester rifle and two pis- 
tols. What claims to be a letter written 
by him has been received in Macon, in 
which he gives his version of the killing of 
Fields and claime that it was done in self- 
defense. It is said that Jones is anly hid- 
ing until he can get a bondsman, when 
he will come to the city and give himself 
up to the officers to stand trial.

What Does It Mean? 

The Buropean. papers are very gen- 
erally discussing the announcement that 
the Rothschilds are about to buy up 
the Transvaal gold fields in Africa. The 
combined English, French, German and 
Austrian branches of the family control 
thousands of millions of dollars, and 
their power is really greater than that 
of any existing government. 

A leading Berlin paper says of the 
proposed scheme: 

The Rothchilds have a financial monopoly 
in Aus Hungary and Brazil, and en- 
deayor to rule the copper, quicksilver and 
oi] markets, People who pointed out that 
this influence of the Rathchilds is danger- 
ously great have been in danger of attacks 
from the financial papers, but the news that 
this firm is about to assume control of the 
Transvaal gold fields causes grave concern 
even to the organs of the stock exchange. 
These gold fields are at present in the hands 
of a large number of companies, and they 
represent approximately one-third of the 
whole gold production of the world. It is, 
therefore, impossible for any ‘other house 
to attempt a control of these mines. If the 
Rothschilds succeed in buying the Trans- 
vaal mining rights, free competition would 
cease, and they could regulate the supply of 
the yellow metal according to their pleas- 
ure. They would settle the mineworkers in 
the places which would Lest assist in a reg- 
ulation of the sale of manufactures and pro- 
visions. No store, no hotel would be safe 
from a sudden boycott at the order of the 
monopolists, who could organize every busi- 
ness in or near the mines themselyes, A 
Rothschilds gold monopoly would also rule 
the financial politics and the currency ques- 
tion of the civilized countries, 

This will give the gold standard 
countries more trouble than they bar- 
gained for. The appreciation of the 
gold dollar has already caused a ruin- 
ous shrinkage of values, and under the 
single gold standard our people have 
lost about as much as the civil war 
wasted and destroyed, but if these 
European money kings are going to 
control the world’s output of gold, we 
may look for a contraction of the cur- 
rency, a shrinkage of the, value of labor 
and labor’s products, and an increase 
in the purchasing power of every gold 
dollar that will precipitate a state of 
things fully as bad as slavery. 

It is to be hoped that this move of 
the Rothschilds will cause every country 
to re-establish bimetallism in self-de- 
fense. But it may be that the gold 
sharks of Europe have every govern- 
ment under their control, and ‘will at- 
tempt to carry out their policy at all 
hazards. The first defensive step should 
be taken by the United States: The 
best way to check the Rothschilds and 
their allies is to remonetize silver in 
this country. Let this be done and it 
will make no difference how many gold 
fields these speculators purchase. With 
plenty of silver and paper based on sil- 
ver we can counteract the appreciating 
tendency of the gold dollar, This is the 
best policy and the winning policy. 


The Aluminium Age, 
It is evident that the long talked of 
aluminium age is already here. 
While we have been waiting for 
cheaper methods of producing the metal, 
people have come to the conclusion that 


common use in a number of forms. It 
is used in the manufacture of various 
implements, kitchen utensils and even 


horse shoes. The German army has 


adopted aluminium to take the place of 
nearly every metal that plays a part in 
the equipment of infantry, cavaf’y and 
artillery, and the war department at 
Washington will probably take a simi- 
lar step. . 

The present price of the new metal 
places it within the reach of everybody 
for certain purposes, and it is safe to 
say that its cheaper production is only 
a question of time. In the course of a 
few years we may expect to see it 
generally used in the construction of 
ships, railway cars, bridges, houses, ar- 
ticles of furniture, and thousands of 


| other things that require a light, strong, 


durable and cheap metal, 

It will be interesting to watch the ef- 
fect of the increasing use of the new 
material upon the iron and steel inter- 
ests of the country.

A Home Matter Entirely. 


Why should we wait for an interna- 
tional agreement to restore bimetallism? 

When England demonetized silver she 
did not seek other nations to co-operate 
with her. France enjoyed great pros- 
perity for many years under the bi- 
metallic system in spite of the fact that 
she was surrounded by gold standard 
countries. 

The faet is, international action is 
unnecessary, Every country establishes 
its own currency. It is intended for 
circulation at home and ig a home mat- 
ter of business. No matter how much 
gold or silver we put into a dollar it 
will not cireulate as money in Furope, 
and European coins will not rattle over 
the counters of our merchants. 

It is a fanciful idea—this thing of 
adopting the single gold standard here 
because it obtains in the countries over 
the sea. For fifteen years or so we had 
neither gold nor silver in circulation. 
Our currency consisted of treasury 
notes, greenbacks and national bank 


wotes. -Yet during those years we had 


a tremendous trade with Europe, and 
our people imported more comforts. and 
luxuries than they have ever done be- 
fore or since. How then can the double 
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hough they are totally unlike the sys- 
tems in Europe. Then, why should 
monetary system be made an excep- 


There ig no reason whatever for it. 
Our gold, silver and paper are intended 
for home circulation, and when the dif- 
ference between our exports and imports | 
is settled it takes the shape of an ex- 
change of American and English securi- 
ties as the case may be. Everybody 
knows that if our gold goes to England 
and does not 
go into circulation side by side with 
English sovereigns. 

Then, why adopt the English gold 
standard? England did not quit trad- 
ing with us when we had only a paper 
currency, and she is not likely to do it 
when we have gold, silver and paper. 
When a nation is worth over sixty bil- 
lion dollars any sort of currency that 
it makes a legal tender will go. We 
have tried the experiment and we need 
not be afraid of it.

An Interesting Case. 


David W. Hart, of Salina, Kas., is 
beginning to lose confidence in the acci- 
dent insurance companies, and the com- 
panies have already lost their confidence 
in him, if they ever had any to lose. 

Hart has about $150,000 worth of ac- 
cident policies and tickets, and he 
wants to be paid the full amount on 
account of having his foot eut off by an 
electric car a few months ago. It seems 
that he left Salina last fall for an east- 
ern trip, and by his wife's advice took 
op a heavy load of accident insurance, 
besides joining several benevolent mu- 
tual aid unions. He got more insurance 
in Chicago, and then took a run through 
Canada, taking out a few more policies 
there. On his return he stopped in 
Chicago, and while there his foot slip- 
ped and a car wheel cut it off. The 
companies resist payment of the poli- 
cies, claiming that Hart intentionally 
put his foot in front of the car wheel. 
The Chicago Times in its gtory of this 
remarkable case says: 

It was then David elaimed his, insurance. 
All his policies taken togther made a total 
of nearly $150,000. Some of the companies he 
was insured in are the Travelers’ of Hart- 
ford, the Fidelity and Casualty of New 
York, the Aetna of Hartford, the London 
Guarantee and the Empoyers’ Liability, 
both of London, England; the Standerd of 
Detroit, the Pacific Mutual of San Francis- 
co, the United States Mutual of New York. 
There are nearly a score of other home and 
foreign companies which have hig name on 
their books. Some of the trainmen’s aid as- 
sociations recognized his claims, but the 
regular companies refused to pay a single 
cent indemnity. Usually a company pays 
one-third of the total of accident insurance 
up to a certain limit for an injury of this 
sort. When the insured is in more than 
one company he only gets the same amount, 
which is distributed pro rata among the 
companies. This is the same practice as is 
followed by the fire companies in adjusting 
a partial loss. One actuary has figured 
that Mr. Hart must have paid hearly $300 
for the tickets alone which he held, and 
these were only good for a month. Hart's 
salary would not exceed $1,200 a year, the 
Same person said. Learned legal opinions 
have been got by the companies interested 
and the outcome is being watched with ex- 
traordinary interest by accident agents in 
Chicago. 

Whether Hart deliberately ‘lost his 
foot in order to make $150,000 out of 
the insurance companies is a point that 
will be settled on the trial of the case, 
but it is plain that he has made himself 
an object of suspicion by taking too 
good care of his own interests. If he 
had taken out policies to the extent of 
five or ten thousand dollars nobody 
would have suspected anything wrong 
when his accident occurred, but when 
a poor man suddenly planks down $300 
for $150,000 worth of accident insurance 
and immediately gets crippled and de- 
mands his money, the chances are that 
he will have trouble. Before Hart gets 
through with his case he will probably 
wish that he had not let his foot slip. 

An Expansive Currency. 

The Canadian newspapers are discus- 
sing numerous problems, but they are 
not complaining of hard times. 

They have the gold standard over 
there, but it is counteracted by a bank- 
ing system under which the currency 
expands and contracts to meet the de- 
mands of business.. The trouble with 
our currency is that it lacks this flexible 
quality. 

When money is scarce in this country 
we have no remedy. The currency is 
not expansive. The Canadian system 
seems to work satisfactorily and we had 
better study it and see if we cannot 
adopt some of its best features. What 
we really need is the financial relief 
promised by the Chicago platform, but 
if the Canadian banking system is a 
good one, and is suited to our conditions, 
why not try it?

words, the appreciation of gold. The pre- 
liminary official report of the United States 
bureau of statistics states that our total 
exports of wheat for twelve months ended 
June 30th, were 87,958,280 bushels, valued at 
$59,124,287, compared with 117,104,075 bushels, 
valued at $93,421,885, in the previous year.” 


A special from Anderson, Ind., says: “The 
members of the Church of God have re- 
sorted to prayer to liberate William Wise, 
a notorious blackmailer, from the county 
jail, where he is now awaiting trial.

It ig net indiscriminate immigration that 
we want, but good immigration. It is the 
quality, not the quantity, that werd after;

and read an original poem dedicated to the 
occasion, which was loudly applauded. 
Dr. Williamson’s Address. 
The main feature of the day was the 
speech of Rev. C. P. Williamson. His re- 
marks were, of course, from a southern 
standpoint, but he said nothing that his- 
tory does not substantiate, or that those on 
the other side will deny. His tribute to the 
heroism of the American soldiers as illus- 
trated by the blue and the gray, was beau- 
tiful and eloquent and left nothing unsaid 
that they deserved. Unlike the speeches of 
some southern men on occasions like this, 
there was an absence of apology for the 
part the confederate soldier played in the 
civil war. He placed the confederatè sol- 
dier and the federal soldier on the same 
footing, giving each credit for honest mo- 
tives and patriotic principles. 
He was introduced to the audience in a 
neat and happy manner by Captain George 
Forbes. 
Dr. Williamson began his speech by say- 
ing that he was embarrassed, standing as 
he was with the “blue in the 
rear, and the gray in front, and 
if there was to be any firing he wanted 
ample notice so that he might retire before 
hostilities begun.

ONE OF THE BIGGEST OF THE YEAR 


Speeches by General Evans, Mr. Bell, and 
Colonel L. F. Thomas—Many Atlanta 
Veterans Were Present. 


The twin regiments, the gallant Forty- 
second and Forty-third, held a grand joint 
reunion at Buford Saturday. Perhaps no 
reunion for years has been so largely at- 
tended, 

The old soldiers began gathering early. 
Some of them were on the ground as early 
as 6 o'clock in the morning and formed 
themselves into a sort of reception com- 
mittee to welcome and give good cheer 
to the comrades as they would come in. 

They came prepared to stay all day, to 
make a little picnic of it, to feast and listen, 
and carry away the remembrance of it all 
through the coming weeks and months until 
the next meeting, 

The Atlanta detachment was very large, 
and as they thronged around the depot 
and took the train which left early in the 
morning it reminded many of a similar 
scene, when the same men, when they 
were thirty years younger, departed to 
protect their country at the risk of desolat- 
ing their own individual homes, 

In solemn reverence the old soldiers stood 
with uncovered heads as their chaplain, 
Rev. W. A. Parks, delivered a strong and 
impressive prayer in commencement of the 
exercises. ‘The address of Hon. W. T. 
Smith welcoming the veterans on behalf 
of the people of Buford, or, to be less for- 
mal, the characteristic speech of old Bin 
Smith, of Gwinnett, as his friends love 
to call him, was chebred to the echo. 

Mr. Smith was followed by Hon. L. P. 
Thomas, colonel of the Forty-second Geor- 
gia regiment, and president of the Confed- 
erate Veterans’ Association. Colonel Thom- 
as said: 

Colonel Thomas’s Address. 


We have wandered down the pathway 
of life for thirty years now since our little 
army of battle-stained heroes, weary and 
worn from months and years of fighting 
against heavy odds, yet still eager for the 
fray, hurled our tattered but gallant ranks 
against the legions that confronted us 
around the ramparts of Atlanta. 

We gather here today in celebration ot a 
battle that will go down to history, We as- 
sembbe, a decimated band, not with rebel- 
lious thoughts or feelings of animosity, but 
only to recount our trials and battles, our 
woes and our joys, with nothing but friend- 
ship and respect for our old-time enemies, 
now our fellow countrymen in north, east 
and west, who have put their own shoulders 
to the wheel and lifted us out of a mire of 
misfortune and a woeful slough of despop- 
dency, 

We are forgetting what happened in the 
sixties; we look back with a smile on the 
dark days and hardships of the seventies; 
we begin to smile as we remember our reju- 
venation of the eighties, and thank God 
that we have been permitted to live during 
the last few years of the century, to watch 
the grand work of complete and entire re- 
union.“ 

Colonel H. P. Bell, the commander of the 
gallant Forty-third, then spoke in a most 
interesting way about the 4a of July and its 
associations. 

The feature of the day was the magnifi- 
cent oration of Colonel Thomas W. Latham, 
the orator of the occasion, who delighted 
the boys with a succession of matchless 
sentences, smoothly and eloquently turned, 
but frequently interrupted to bring in a 
suddenly remembered illustration. His 
specch will long be remembered by those 
that heard him, and his reputation as a 
speaker can be added to his long establish- 
ed reputation as a well known lawyer of 
this city.

| GEORGIA’S MOONSHINERS.

Confiscation of Lands. 


The moonshiners of north Georgia and 
other parts of Georgia received a severe 
shock last week by the report that a law 
had been discovered by which the United 
States government might confiscate all 
lands on which illicit distilleries were 
located, and that it had been decided to do 
this. 

It was at once apparent that if such a law 
were carried out that a large slice of north 
Georgia would be turned over to the 
government, and hundreds of residents of 
that section of the state be left homeless. 
The rumor occasioned a great deal of talk 
locally, and speculation was indulged in on 
a large scale by local officials. 

It is not likely, however, that confiscation 
will be resorted to by Judge Speer or any 
of the United States court judges. 

Talking on the subject, District Attorney 
Joe James said that confiscation would 
only involve the spot on which an illicit 
distillery is located. Therefore, the govern- 
ment will never punish moonshiners this

Aa a matter of fact, an illicit distiller 18 
rarely ever tried who owns up to being a 
free holder. His depredations are confined 
almost entirely to government lands or the 
real estate of his neighbors. There has 
never been but one moonshiner in the his- 
tory of the northern district who paid his 
fine. When fined, they spend thirty days 
in jail, and they get out by taking the 
pauper’s oath.

A portion of one of the sections was re- 
served for white people and the space re- 
served for them was filled by members of 
the city council and other prominent citi- 
zens.

The services were opened by the immense 
audience singing Praise God from whom 
all blessings flow.“ Rev. J. S. Flipper of- 
fered an eloquent prayer, invoking the di- 
vine blessing on all present, and on the 
church and on the city of Atlanta. The 
hymn, “My Savior, my almighty friend,“ 
was then sung. 

After the responsive service had been fin- 
ished the choir, consisting of a fine double 
quartet, accompanied by the organ and a 
cornet, rendered a beautiful anthem.

The people had wondered at the 
power of Him who had performed this mira- 
cle and Christ had asked Peter what the 
people had thought of Him. The disciples 
had replied that some had thought Him 
John the Baptist, and that others had 
thought Him Jeremiah. Then the Savior 
had asked Peter: Whom say ye that I 
am?“ What do you think? Peter had an- 
swered: Thou are the Christ, the son of 
the living God.“ Every nation which had 
lived before this had answered this ques- 
tion.

Swell Colored Clubs. 


TWENTY-FIVE MEMBERS ARRESTED 


Jackpots Were Disturbed and Gaming Ap- 
paratus Scattered About—An Attempt 
to Get Away by the Fire Escape. 


Twenty-five members, aristocratic mem 
bers of the highly swell organization, the 
Clagsic City Club, were pulled from their 
rooms at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing by the detectives and rushed to police 
headquarters in three heavily loaded patrol 
wagons, 

This club is the most prominent among 
the elite of colored aristocracy and has a 
large and influential membership made up 
of darkies who have high instinets of social 
life and whose standards of club life are 
gathered from contact either as butlers or 
waiters from the fashionable residences or 
resorts of Atlanta. 

But it has been the opinion of the city de- 
tectiveg for several weeks that this club 
has departed from the high ideal and has 
been seeking amusement in criminaj forms. 
Complaints from various quarters have 
reached them that the members were dis. 
orderly and that gambling was going on 
there regularly. 

Saturday is the blue ribbon night at the 
club and scarcely a member misses attends 
ance. Knowing this, the detectives watched 
the place during the night before making 
the raid. They left police headquarters at 
half-past 11 o’clock and went direct to the 
clubrooms in the third floor of the building 
on the corner of Broad and Poplar. 

Detective Wooten remained at the door 
while Detectives Cason, Green, Bedford 
and Ivey went inside. As soon as the offi- 
cers were seen a wild stampede followed, 
Chairs were overturned, tables upset and the 
darkies rushed in every airection, They 
made à desperate rush for the door, but 
Detective Wooten was there and waved 
his gun in that direction. They stopped 
and many of them were handcuffed in quick 
style. 

Five men who had been enjoying a quiet 
game broke through the windew as the 
detectives appeared and rushed down the 
fire escape. In jumping from the bottom of 
this to the ground the first man out went 
through a trash barrel and was firmly held 
until Patrolman Moon came up and released 
him, arresting also the other three on the 
fire escape who were too afraid to make 
the leap.

NATE SALSBURY TELLS 4 GOOD STORY 


The Roof Gardens Are Very Popular 
Something About New York News- 
papers-Other Views. — 


Mr. Lucius Lamar, the young newspaper 
man who went to New York from Atlanta 
some weeks ago, has been observing things 
in the metropolis, and he writes entertain- 
ingly about them. 

In a recent letter upon general topics, he 
gays: 

“In summer New York has amusements 
of a very light kind. The theaters are all 
closed now. The only thing in that line 
that can possibly interest the visitor to 
New York, or that affords nightly amuse- 
ment for those who regularly live here, is 
the roof garden. Do you know what I 
think; this roof garden is one of the great- 
est inventions of the times. It’s a great 
institution, as Bill Nye would say. If I 
remember, the Aragon has been advertis- 
ing one in Atlanta for a year or two; but, 
if they ever opened it to the public or to 
the guests of the hotel until this summer 
& never heard of it. The thing, therefore, 
is practically unknown in the south, and 
was so in the east and the north until a 
few years ago. People say now that they 
don't see how in the world they ever got 
along without them. You can leave your 
room in the evening after dinner with prac- 
tically nowhere to go except to the gardens. 
The seacoast is, of course, too far to go in 
the evenings and they are crowded only 


on Sundays. All the theaters, properly 
speaking, are closed. I believe ‘The 
Mikado’ and ‘The Bohemian Girl,’ as a 


matter ot fact at the Fifth avenue, are 
the only two operas to be seen in New 
Work. At all the summer theater rooms 
than run in cénjunction with the roof gar- 
dens there’s nothing but vaudeville—‘song 
and dance.’

Every true believor in the Son of God bears 
resemblance to Him, ‘who was holy, harm- 
jess, unde d and separate from sinners.’ 
The inevitable fruit of his union with Christ 
is a life of honest effort to be like Christ. 


To say that a true Christian is destitute of 
tnese qualities which make up the charac- 
ter of the just man, fs to deny that union 
with Christ is helpful to human life and 
conduct. 

“A just man is one who understands, ap- 
proves, adminis, loves and conscientiously 
endeavors to obey the ethical principles laid 


down in the Bible for the regulation of hu- 
man conduct.

t „ virtue. Look at Lord Bacon. How 
sublimely he thoueht, but how miserably he 
practiced. Who could surpass him in a def- 
inition of honesty, and who could excel 
him in violating a sacred conviction in the 
presence of the m. anest temptations? Veri- 
ly he was ‘the wisest, the greatest and the 
meanest of mankind.’ 

“A man may be sentimentally just, but 
practically very unjust. Hold up before 
him an example of unswerving integrity 
in the cemmercial world: tell him of a 
merchant who failed in business, and who, 
rather than permit his creditors to suffer, 
gave up his home and furnſtun and jew-

paii the last farthing, and no words can 
express the depth and intensity of his ad- 
miration for such an exhibition of honor. 
But that man, perhaps, so appreciative of 
honesty in others, is notoriously neglig= nt 
of his own financial obligations. There are 
some of us who, if we had had less faith 
in these sentimental moralists, would now 
have more comforts for our families, and 
more money for th: Lord's case. 

“We find in every community what may 
be called the impulsive moralist—the man 
who deems himself just, because ae occas- 
ionally surprises the public by 
some unusually honorable and useful 
act. Five years ago, perhaps, he stariiea 
the commurity by a fierce denunciation 
of seme obscene theatrical exhibition. 
With righteous indignation he depicted the 
hevest of debauchery that would follow 
the toleration of such iniquities. Today in 
response to some fervid and pathetic ap- 
peal, he gives a thousand dollars for the 


support of a public charity. And yet, these 
five years, intervening between these tw9 
commendable acts, were filled with words 


and deeds indicative of a character selfish, 
groveling and mean almost to the last de- 
gree. Sad indeed it is when a man’s good 
acts are mere matters of impulse, and his 
bad ones the product of a steady-werking 
principle, 

A man must not deem himself just 
merely because he ig conscientious. Some 
of the most extremely conscientious men 
have been notoriously unjust. A man 1s 
rot an artist because he has hands. He is 
not a linguist because he has a tongue. 
He is not a philosopher because he has a 
mind. Neither is he just because he has 
a conscierce. The artist has educated 
hands; the linguist has an educated tongue; 
the philosopher kas an educated mind; 
and the ‘just man’ has an educated con- 
science. An ignorant conscience may im- 
pel a man to do many unwarranted, un- 
reasonable and vicious things. It may in- 
cite him to deeds that are unjust, cruel, 
and inhuman. Submitting to its dictation, 
he may lead a riot, burn a house, wreck a 
railroad train, or plunge a dagger into the 
breast of an innocent man. It was such a 
conscience that controlled Prendergast in 
the assassination of Carter Harrison, and 
— in the murder of President Gar- 
leid. * e 
“An ignorant conscience may tell you 
to join the American Protective Associa- 
non, an underground, dark-lanterned com- 
bination of men, whose object is to perse- 
cute those who differ from them in relig- 
lous belief. An educated conscience will 
tell you that it is unjust and wicked to 
prescribe any man for his religions opin- 
fons and practices, and that all feligious 
intolerance is unbrotherly, unmanly.
